The Government here have ſettled a Miniſter at St, George's, 
and there will be another at Richmond. They will be always ready 
to inſtruct you in the Principles of the Chriſtian Religion, and 
teach your Children to Read and Write, which ſhall be with- 


out any Coſt to you. | 
If you are willing to ſend your Children to Boſon, they ſhall 
be brought up to Learning at the College, that ſo they may 
officiate as Fathers among you, and teach you the true Religion, 
and their Education ſhall coſt you nothing. by F3.. 
Tho' you have learnt Religion of the French, which you may 
apprehend to be a good one, yet you ſhould not be averſe to 
look into another. Before you knew the French Religion, you 
tho't the Pagan Religion to be a good one, but-when you were 
taught the French Religion, you tho't that better. And ſo 


hen you are inſtructed in the Eng liſb Religion, you may think 


that ſtill better than the French. | 

If you have a mind to underſtand the true Engliſb Religion, 
it ſhall coſt you nothing; and when you underſtand it you will 
certainly know, that you are cheated, when your Sins ate pre- 
tended to be pardon'd for Skins: This is all a Cheat and Deceit-: 
None can pardon Sins but JESUS CHRIST; and He does it 
freely, without Money and without Price. All that the Prieſts 


make you pay, they put in their own Pockets. i

Houſe for the Amereſcaggin Indians. And I find the Amers- 
ſcoggins and Pigwackets are all one Tribe, that the P;gwackets 
are ſeated near the Truck-Houle on Saco River, and the Amere- 
Seogg ins are near Richmond Truck-Houſe; that it is a great 
Charge to the Government to keep a Truck- Houſe ; as they are 
at Saco, on one ſide, and Richmond on the other, I don't doubt 
but they may be. well accommodated. = 

Loren. Brother, Lou have not given us any anſwer as to the 
Rhum that is given out at George's. Truck-Houſe, _, 
Govern. Lill give ſpecial. Direction that for the future it, ſhall 
be given out in a prudent, mannet, that ir ſhan t be hurtful to you. 

Loron. I have ſomething to offer further: Your Excellency 
was pleaſed to ſay we ſhould ſpeak plainly. As to the diſtant 
Tribes, we think there is ſomething yet wanting. As there is 
Friendſhip, we wonder that Powder ſhould be wanting for us to 
fire a little with. It was mention d at the Treaty, that Powder 
ſhould be given to each Tribe. If the Preſent ſhould be given,
